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City officials said Wednesday they're 
confident in the new Walterdale Bridge's 
canstructiori, despite a lawsuit claiming 
the main contractor rushed the project 
in a wav that would be a "detriment to 
the strength and long-term viability of 
the structure." 

Capitol Steel Corporation, a subcon¬ 
tractor on the Si55 million project, is 
suing the prime contractor Accinna/Fa- 
cer Joint Venture (APJV} for more than 
516 million claiming the company deliv¬ 
ered steel that was inadequate to the job. 

APJV then launched a countersuit 
against Capitol Steel for roughly the 
same amount suggesting the company 
did not live up to its contract 

The steel for the new signature bridge 


was built in South Korea and arrived ap¬ 
proximately a year late, forcing a delay 
in the bridge. 

Barry Belcourt, the city's branch man¬ 
ager of transportation infrastructure, said 
knowing the importance of this project, 
the city has taken every step to make 
sure the city gets what it's paying for. 

“The rigour and the quality control 
probably supersedes any project we 
have done for a bridge in the City of 
Edmonton," he said. 

Belcourt said the city doesn't just rely 
on APJV. but on an independent third 
party consultant that checks welds and 
monitors construction. 

“We’re making sure our eyes and ears 
are on site watching to make sure we 
are getting what we paid for and that 
everything is built to our standards." 

In the lawsuit Capitol Steel charges 
city inspectors and APJV staff who saw 
the steel pieces in South Korea should 
have been aware that they were not 
adequate.

Unlike most models, 1] Jans did 
not grow up dreaming of strut¬ 
ting the runway. 

On the contrary, the self-de¬ 
scribed introvert finds the idea 
of debuting at Western Can¬ 
ada Fashion Week somewhat 


daunting. 

“I'm pretty nervous, I'm real¬ 
ly lucky that my partner has 
been really supportive, so I’m 
feeling equipped," jans said. 

Jans, who uses the pronouns 
'Lhey 1 and 'them, 1 is transgender 
and started a fenraleHo-male 
transition in December 2014. 

So when asked to walk in 
Edmonton designer Stanley Car- 
roll's men's show Wednesday 
night they committed to con¬ 
quering stage flight. 

"There’s just a lot of media 
lately about turns people, espe¬ 
cially with the stuff with the 
Catholic school board, there’s 
been a lot of push-back," they 
said. 

"1 just wanted to give some 


positive visibility to trans 
people, because 1 think you're 
less likely to be scared of some¬ 
one, scared of something if you 
know someone that embod¬ 
ies that." 

Jans’ debut marks one of the 
first times a transgender model 
has appeared at a local fash¬ 
ion week. But designer Carroll, 
whose wife works with Jans at 
the University of Alberta, calls 
the decision a “ no-bra iner.” 

“As a designer what 1 try to 
do is reflect, to some extent, the 
world that 1 see around me, on 
the runway. And I do believe 
that people that are transgender 
are very much part of the fabric 
of society," he sa id. 

Jans will be modelling two 


outfits, and says they hope their 
turn as a model demonstrates 
it's possible to push the bound¬ 
aries of traditional masculinity. 

“It doesn’t have to be big 
lumberjacks or whatever we 
think of in Canada," they joke. 

But for now. the first-time 
model is focused on making it 
down the runway. 

They've already done a photo 
shoot for the brand, and have 
been watching a video of a run¬ 
way show that shows the atti¬ 
tude of the walk. 

“Hopefully there'll be a bit 
of rehearsal time before so i 
can walk with one of the other 
models just to see it a bit more 
and make sure no Iho ject Run¬ 
way tragedies happen."

A 30 per cent increase in sui¬ 
cides in the first six months 
of 20T5 has Focused efforts 
to ensure people in crisis are 
able to access resources in 
Edmonton. 

“Halfway through the year, 
it was a really frightening 
trend," said Mark £naterse, 
director of addiction and men¬ 
tal health with Alberta Health 
Services in Edmonton. 

He says AHS is focused on 
ensuring Albertans know how 
to access services. 

In the past six months. AHS 
has increased the resources to 
mental health teams embed¬ 
ded 24/7 in emergency rooms 
at the Royal Alexandra and 
University hospitals. Support 
teams may also be enhanced 
at the Grey Huns and Miseri- 
cordia hospitals. 

The Royal Alexandra and 
University were chosen as 
the preliminary focus as the 
two hospitals see 70 per cent 
of reported mental health 
incidents. 

Support for the AHS-fund- 
ed public call boxes on the 
High Level Bridge has been 
increased. The people on the 
other end of the line are now 
mobile and can respond in 
person to calls. 

“If people want, response 


teams are able to come out to 
their homes or meet in the 
community," said Snaterse. 

Alberta Health Services is 
working with the city on a 
steering committee to cre¬ 
ate a city-specific strategy 
for suicide prevention, with 
preliminary results due in 
September. 

They're looking at demo¬ 
graphic and geography-specif¬ 
ic influences on suicide. 

In addition, there is new 
provincial funding for transi¬ 
tion spaces for youth coming 
out of hospital. 

The provincial government 
increased funding for mental 
health supports by 510 mil¬ 
lion in the October budget, 
but was criticized for a Jack 
of supports for psychiatry in 
the mental health review re¬ 
leased last month. 

“We're in the midst of im¬ 
plementing the recommenda¬ 
tions from the review," says 
Associate Minister of Health 
Brandy Payne. “We're looking 
at ways to focus on suicide 
prevention and ensure Alber¬ 
tans have access to mental 
health supports." 

Suicide statistics for 2015 
have not been updated. There 
is an average of 500 to 550 a 
year. Last year there were 227 
in the first six months. Payne 
says the province is looking 
at the demographics and will 
continue to monitor data as 
it becomes available.

Mandrake the chihuahua has. a 
dedicated volunteer tq t hank for 
his continued existence. 

The volunteer noticed Man¬ 
drake's inability to urinate prop¬ 
erly during a walk, which led 
staff to discover the pinl-stEed 
dog suffered from a rare med¬ 
ical condition — urethnilredtal 


fistula. 

“We didn't know whether we 
would be able to fix this biith 
defect." said Dr. Althea Smith, 
director of animal health at the 
Edmonton Humane Society. 

The one-year-old Chihuahua 
came into THS care after being 
found abandoned in the hallway 
of an apartment building. 

The defect has only been seen 
in 10 documented cases, 'the 
rare condition causes urine to 
pass through the rectum rather 
than the urinary tract. 

But Smith says after a special 
surgery' in Calgary, the chihua¬ 
hua is doing great and is ready 
to be adopted. 

“Any adopter will need to get 
his blood and urine checked 
regularly." said Smith. Mandrake

also has some ongoing dentil! 
problems and a genetic liver de¬ 
fect. But despite ongoing health 
conditions, Smith says Mandrake 
has been friendly and playful. 

The cost of Mandrake’s care, 
S5.COO. was covered by the EHS' 
Sick and Injured Animal fund. 
The fund relies on direct dona¬ 
tions to help sick animals like 
Mandrake who would not nor¬ 
mally receive care.

Police introduce Islamophobia 
hotline to fight discrimination 


Edmonton Police are welcom¬ 
ing a new hotline for reporting 
Islamophobia and are hopefi.il 
it will help them build trust in 
the community. 

The Alberta Muslim Public 
Affairs Council announced the 
new hotline on Wednesday, en¬ 
couraging people to call in with 
reports of discrimination or ha¬ 
rassment against Muslims. 

EPS Insp. Dtm Jones said he 
welcomes the idea its another 


opportunity to connect with the 
commu Liity. 

“When these things happen 
we need people to call the police, 
so if they are going to do this hot¬ 
line it's just another pathway for 
this to get to us." he said. “Build¬ 
ing police legitimacy in these 
communities is very important." 

Jones said his only concern is 
ensuring that emergency situa¬ 
tions are still reported directly to 
police, but he said the police is 
looking to work with the council 
to address any of those possible 
concerns. 

He said the police hate crimes 
unit hasn't seen any increases

Police issue warrant in shooting

AHS budget still a mystery

The Alberta Health Services 
lAHS) has yet to underline how it 
plans to curb health-care spend¬ 
ing during Alberta's economic 
crunch. 

On Wednesday, the AHS 
board met to discuss its Our 
People first strategy — high¬ 
lighting inclusive ness of the 
community and health-care 
providers. 

But the board doesn't expect 


to outline its budget until june. 
Jt plans to authorize spending 
up to 63.7 billion on operations 
and a maximum ofS100 million 
on capital. 

AHS board chair Linda Hughes 
said if s common practice to ap¬ 
prove spending when budgets 
are delivered outside scheduled 
fiscal years, adding the total &3.B 
billion isn't considered “extra” 
spending. 

But the budget delay is caus¬ 
ing uncertainty for health-care 
workers* according to Sandra 
Azocar, executive director with 


friends of Medicare. 

“It’s not a good beginning,” 
she said. "We were waiting since 
January to have this budget up 
and running so we know exactly 
■where our money is being al¬ 
located.” 

In late January, AH6 interim 
CEO and president Ur. Verna Yiu 
said the organization is consid¬ 
ering ways to combat overtime, 
sick-time and increase full-time 
percentages in an effort to curb 
health-care costs. She said no 
department would be spared 
from cuts.

The daughter of a retired Ed¬ 
monton firefighter in a coma 
in Thailand says the response 
her family has gotten since 
the story went public has 
been “crazy." 

Jillian Hughes has been in 
Thailand since shortly after 
her father. Bill, contracted 
a rare virus called Japanese 
Encephalitis after getting bit¬ 
ten by a mosquito in January. 

Usually prevented by a vac¬ 
cine, the virus causes swell¬ 
ing of the brain in some 
cases. 

The 30-year veteran of the 
of the Edmonton Eire Depart¬ 
ment was taken to a private 
hospital where he's getting 
“excellent" care. 

But. facing increasing bills 
for his care, Hughes’ family 
reached out to the public 
last week in the form of a 
GoFundMe campaign in an 
effort to raise the funds re¬ 
quired to transport him back 
to the city. 

“From S5 to $500, every do¬ 
nation and comment means 
a lot, nptjust financially but 
spiritually J think. 1 feel like 
people who we don't even 
know really want him to re¬ 
cover and it makes me feel 
really good about humans in 
general,” Hughes said. 

£0 far the family has raised 
almost $40.f>QQ towards their 


$200,000 goal, but Hughes 
says she “really believes” the 
rest can be raised. 

While Bill remains in a 
coma, Hughes says his condi¬ 
tion has been stable over the 
last 10 days, which is a sign 
he will be ready to fly soon.

Pikangikum 
is no stranger 
to tragedy 

Mine members oftt family, in¬ 
cluding three children under 
five, have died in a house fire 
in a remote northern Ontario 
first Nations community that 
has seen more than its share 
of human tragedy. 

A resident of the l^ikangikum 
First Nation, who did not want 
to be identified, said three gen¬ 
erations of a family died in 
the blaze that destroyed their 
home late Tuesday. 

The resident identified the 
victims as Dean and Annette 
Strang, their son Gilbert, their 
daughter Faith, Faith's three 
young children and two com¬ 
mon-law partners, 

Ontario Provincial Police 
Const. Diana Cole said the fire 
broke out late Tuesday in the 
remote community near the 
Manitoba-Ontario boundary. 

The cause of the fire is under 
investigation and police remain 


on the scene. Cole said. 

Alvin Fiddler, grand chief 
of the Nishnawbe A ski Na¬ 
tion which represents First 
Nations in northern Ontario, 
said he spoke Wednesday with 
Pikangikum Chief Dean Owen, 
who sounded exhausted. 

“Ihe shock of losing so 
many people in one tragic 
event is overwhelming.* said 
Fiddler. 


Fiddler described 
Pikangikum as "ground zero” 
when it comes to infrastructure 
requirements such as housing, 
access to clean drinking water 
and the capacity to fight fires. 

Prime Minister Justin Tru¬ 
deau offered his condolences 
to the community and said his 
government will work to im¬ 
prove conditions for First Na¬ 
tions people.

THE LAST WORD ON A LEGACY 

Part funeral, part parade, part political rally — Rob Ford's sendoff brought the press, public and 
political class together in a show of deference and respect that felt no less peculiar for being entirely 
appropriate. Thus, in his final act, the inimitable ex-mayor managed to unite a city he once divided 



Death is strange even under 
the most ordinary of druim- 
stjnees, but when the dead 
is Rob Ford, it is a spectacle 
stranger than most. 

Since Ford succumbed to 
canter last week, at only 46 
years old, Toronto's most 
outlandish and controversial 
political figure has received 
the warmest treatment of his 
embattled life. That may be 
titling, but it also feels exceed¬ 
ingly odd. 

'JbroEito media — almost 
uniformly combative by the 
end of Ford's term — has be 
come the picture of politeness. 

■City hall — home to some 
of Ford’s most cutting critics 
— extended the very rare hon¬ 
our of hosting a two-day publ ic 
visitation with Ford's body 
lying in repose in a 'lbronto- 
flag-draped casket |surprisingly 
regular in size, given his per¬ 
sonality and stature). 

Ford Nation and its fringes 
lined up by the hundreds for 
hours to pass by the dead for¬ 
mer mayor, who won their 
deep adoration through a 
dogged ground game, off-col¬ 
our politics and the redemp¬ 
tion story that was his battle 
with substance abuse. And 
they came again in droves on 
Wednesday morning for the 
procession and funeral. 

Waiting outside city hall., 
the crowd off-kilter renditions 
of Amazing Grace, When die 
Saints (fo Marching In. and 
Rob Marlev's One love — a 
musical message out of keep¬ 
ing with Ford’s tenure as may¬ 
or, but one that suits exactly 
this city's sendoff i thought 
I heard them sing "One love. 
One Ford...” Though [ can’t 
be sure. 

When Renata, Ford's wid¬ 
ow, and children arrived, the 
crowd let out a cheer worthy

of a celebrity. "We love you, 
Renata!" they yelled. She, Look¬ 
ing somewhat shocked, but 
grateful, blew the crowd a kiss 
with both hands. 

An hour later, when Fold’s 
casket exited city hall, Ford 
Nation again swelled with 
clapping and cheers. A security 
guard charged with keeping 
the taxpayers at bay wiped 
away a tear. When I later 
asked her if she had been cry¬ 
ing, her eyes welled and she 
smiled, but wouldn't say. 

11 We love you. Doug!" some¬ 
one yelled, and everyone ig¬ 
nored the city councillors who 
followed behind him. They 
should have had the voters go 
before (the councillors), the 
way they treated him," one 
woman scoffed. And indeed, 
as the procession got moving, 
the pnblic overpowered secur¬ 
ity guards and forced their 
way into line, waving Rob 


Fold flags and shouting, '’Rest 
mayor ever!" 

The security team conld 
only shrug. H We]|, at least you 
tried," one city official said. 
They should have known 
there’s no holding bark Ford 
Nation. 

It was part funeral proces¬ 
sion, part parade, part polit¬ 
ical rally that wound through 
rhe blocked-off downtown 
streets. The bagpipes were too 
far ahead to he heard by the 
Fords, plodding behind the 
heaise, and so the raucous 
cheers from hundreds of fol¬ 
lowers provided their sound 
track. At times, it had Doug 
Fold and his family grinning, 
later, he fought hack tears 
during his funeral speech, 
promising to "continue re¬ 
specting taxpayers" 

That was after Fold’s daugh¬ 
ter told church mourners that 
her father, "an amazing dad," 


was now "mayor of heaven" 

— underlining that even fora 
grieving daughter, there is no 
separating Rob Ford from Rob 
Ford. There wasn't In life, and 
there isn’t in death. 

Along the procession route, 
a group of onlookers appeared 
to be taken in more by the 
spectacle’s power than by 
grief “Have mercy on us all" 
one remarked before walking 
off, an invocation tiwt was dif : 
ficult to parse. Mercy for those 
feeling apocalyptic about what 
Ford Nation indicates about 
our politics? Or mercy for 
those who feel implicated by 
how Ford was maligned when 
he was alive? 

Bringing up the rear was 
a young white man In a ball- 
cap and doo-rag, dragging a 
speaker on wheels blasting 
Ws rappers UGK’s One Day: 
"So I'm a take care of my busi¬ 
ness on the smooth tip/Watch 


my back sell in 1 crack and pack 
two dips j .,. It's a trip you're 
here today but the next day 
you're gone." 

Indeed. One day you're a 
national embarrassment, and 
the next day you're eulogized 
by a former premier during 
mass at St. James Cathedral as 
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“Canada s mayor/ with two 
archbishops on hand and a 
world-renowned organist. 

One reporter later saw fit 
to mention that lie saw not a 
single protester all day. But of 
course lie didn't. Rob Ford has 
had the last word on liis leg¬ 
acy, And it's one love.

Over the course of roughly 
three years, journalist keggy 
Grenstein interviewed more 
than 70 young women, along 
with psychologists, academ¬ 
ics and other experts, about 
the sexual landscape facing 
girls today. 

Those frank discussions — 
on everything from hookup 
culture to sexting— formed 
the basis for her lELtest book, 
Girls & Sex: Navigating the 
Complicated New Landscape. 
It's an eye-opening look at 
how modern young women 
view intimacy, relationships 
and their own bodies. 

Here, Orenstein talks about 
her Findings from her home 
in Berkeley, Calif. 

What was your big take¬ 
away from all that re¬ 
search? 

I went into it as a journal¬ 
ist, author and a parent. 
The biggest thing that 1 
took away was the neces¬ 
sity of normalizing discus¬ 
sions of sexuality with 
your kids as a parent, and 
not putting it into a spe¬ 
cial box or category — not 
having “The Talk," but 
integrating the broad dis¬ 
cussion of sexuality and 
intimacy and pleasure and 
all of that into everyday 
conversation. 

Did anything .surprise 
you? 

One of the big things that 


surprised me is how it 
had become the accepted 
pathway to a relationship 
for kids — you start with a 
hookup, the last thing you 
do is date. 1 wasn’t aware 
of that. 

Modern gil ls have strong 
role model#. But this one 
quote from a girl you 
. spoke to lumped (Kit at 
me; H I guess no one ever 
told me that the strong 
female image also applies 
to sex,™ 

She had just said that her 
mother and grandmother 
Were these incredibly 
powerful women, then said 
svomen are supposed to be 
deferential and agreeable 
when it comes to oral sex. 
If I had been interviewing 
these women about their 
public lives, their time 
in school, their plans 
and dreams and ideas, I 
would’ve come away in¬ 
spired, But we haven't 
extended that to their in¬ 
timate lives, even while 
culture has become more 
sexually explicit. That’s a 
recipe for a lack of satisfac¬ 
tion — and victimization 
— in girls, 

Whitt can parents do to 
help t heir daughters — 
and sons — understand 
the world of sex and in¬ 
timacy? 

Talk to our children about 
sexual autonomy, ethics, 
reciprocity. When we talk 
about anatomy, we never 
talk about the outside Of 
a girl's body. We don’t tell 
them about it as parents, 
we don't tell them about 
it school, then we expect 
them to go into sexual en¬ 


counters. We set them up 
to think boys are the only 
ones who take pleasure 
in sex, that it's not about 
women. 

Many progressive par¬ 
ents are good about talking 
about risk, danger and con¬ 
sent. They've talked about 
birth control 
and disease 
protection, 
that no means 
no and yes 
means yes. 

Eut they 
haven't 
talked about 
joy, pleasure 
and entitle¬ 
ment, They 
haven't 
talked about 
masturba¬ 
tion. We 
don’t tell girls what a clit¬ 
oris is, and that it's there 
to make good feelings. 

Girls ask all the time: 
"I’ve heard girls have or¬ 


gasms, but how does that 
happen?” Boys sure know. 
We tell boys puberty is 
defined by erections, but 
girls' puberty is about per¬ 
iods and unwanted preg¬ 
nancy, 

How do you think this 
.should translate to sex ed 
in schools- 

I know there’s 
controversy about 
(Canadianj sexual 
education classes, 
but what they're do¬ 
ing is right. Explicit 
conversations about 
pleasure, masturba¬ 
tion. ethics, treating 
each other well — 
actually help young 
women make choices 
that they’re happier 
with. It results in less 
regret, less shame and less 
unwanted behaviour.

Last week, a new museum 
opened in Germany, dedicated 
to those who lived under the 
shadow of the Berlin Wad. The 
first 1,000 visitors to the Wall 
Museum received a small sou¬ 
venir chunk from the concrete 
structure, a kitschy token of 
the 15 5- kilometre-long barrier 
that physically divided the city 
from its construction in 1961 
to its eventual fall in 19S9. 

The Berlin Wall is more than 
just a Cold War relic or tourist 
destination for Rob Spillman. 

The cn-founding editor of 
influential New York literary 
magazine Tin House spent 
much of his formative years 
in West Berlin. Restless and 
filled with romantic idealism, 
25-year-old Spillman returned 


to the city just months after 
the Wall came down, seeking 
adventure, writerly purpose 
and bohemian camaraderie. 
He shares his youth fit! experi¬ 
ences in his new memoir, All 
Tomorrow's Parties, a captiv¬ 
ating coming-of-age story and 
snapshot of a city in flux. 

S pillma n. th e G erman-bora 
son of divorced American opera 
musicians, did not have a typ¬ 
ical upbringing. 

Instead of little League or 
Boy Scout camp, he spent his 
youth immersed in theatre, 
hanging out at his father’s re¬ 
hearsals and performances. 
Young Spillman knew he want¬ 
ed an artistic life — and even 
performed in operas as a kid 
— but struggled with his own 
identity and dark feelings of 
being an outsider amongst 
free spirits, only finding sol¬ 
ace among his books, 

“I knew l wanted to be cre¬ 
ative T he says, “being sur¬ 
rounded by creative people 
all my life, but 1 didn't feel cre¬ 
ative. Growing up surrounded 
by musicians and people who 
were living for their art defin¬ 
itely shaped the way J look at 
the world." 

At the age of 25, Spillman 


was back in the U.S. working 
as a freelance writer along 
with his new wife, fellow au¬ 
thor Hlissa Schappell, when 
news of the Berlin Wall's fall 
dominated international news. 
Questioning whether his ideal¬ 
ized artistic life could include 
marriage and a steady job, he 
convinced Schappell bo move to 
Germany, and that's when All 
Tomorrow's Parties becomes 
a Hunter 5. Thompson-esque 
journey. 

fuelled on absinthe from 
a Portuguese dive bar, the 
two eventually settle in East 
Berlin, a city in still in limbo 
under some kind of Mad Max 
rule as riot police battle with 
both skinheads and anarchist 
settlers. Laundromats don't 
exist yet. soup kitchens double 
as bars, and the streets are 
filled with old furniture, aban¬ 
doned for newly available 
Western goods. 

Despite his journalist cre¬ 
dentials, Spillman didn't write 
about this unique experience 
at the time. 

“J had this delusional notion 
that if 1 didn't write about it. it 
would keep going, the magic 
would not go away, 1 * he says. 

“Not the most logical 



thought I had, but that was 
the feeling when I was there" 
Spillman calls writing All 
Tomorrow's 
Parties a “‘10- 
year odyssey' 1 
in which he 
tried to be as 
“honest and 
empathetic as 
possible." 

He imagined 
his audience to 
he his teenage 
self, or someone 
struggling with 
the same internal 
battles. 

“I was writ- 
ing the book not 
necessarily for 
people 1 know, but 
for the lost people out there 
who are adrift now, - says SpiU- 
man. 

“When I was 16, IS. a book 
saved my life, reading other 
people’s narratives, either fic¬ 
tion or non-fiction was pivotal 
for me. It showed there was a 
greater world out there, and 1 
wasn't alone."

CBC looks 
at high cost 
ofkeeping 
animals healthy 

When it comta to treating an 
ailing pet, Toronto veterinarian 
Dr. Michael Ethier is the first 
to admit it can get expensive. 

As director of emergency 
and critical care medicine at 
the Toronto Veterinary Emer¬ 
gency Hospital, he’s seen fam¬ 
ilies spend up to $20,000 on 
their animals. 

It may be a hard figure to 
swallow, but when you break 
down the costs — from a weeks- 
long stay in an intensive care 
unit to surgery and perhaps 
transfusions orMKJs — it makes 
sense, he adds. 

With Canada's publicly fund¬ 
ed health-care system, most 
people don't realize the exact 
costs involved in medical treat¬ 
ment, both for humans and ani¬ 
mals. 

Ethier is hoping the documen¬ 
tary Pels, Vets & Debts. making 
its world premiere on CBC-TV's 
The Nature of Things on Thurs¬ 
day, will help clear up such mis¬ 
conceptions. 

"There's not a person in veter¬ 
inary medicine, especially with¬ 
in specialty referral medicine, 
that will ever say to someone it's 
not expensive to treat severely 
ill or complex pets” says Ethier, 
who appears in the doc. 

"What we're hoping is that 
people understand why it costs 
more and that sure, in the ideal 
world we would love that this 
was similar to human medi¬ 
cine, where there weren’t costs 
passed on to the family mem¬ 
ber's.’' 

Liam O'Rinn wrote and 
directed the film, which looks 
at the business of veterinary care 
and the latest medical advance¬ 
ments for animals, from stem 
cell transplants to heart stents 
and 3D printed prosthetics. 

According to the doc, Can-

adians collectively spend more 
than 52.25 billion annually on 
vet bills. Tor Americans, that 
number is 514 billion. 

The doc also looks at the cost 
of pet insurance, which it says 
most Canadians don't have. 

“Looking into insurance and 
getting educated on insurance I 
think is a huge benefit for most 
families,'" says Ethier. 

“Unless you're in a position to 
be fiscally responsible and put 
money aside either before you 
get your first pet or accumulated 
over the years of the pet and 
hope that its illness happens 
later on where you've developed 
that nest egg.” 

Ethier notes that having an 
anim al is like buying a house or 
having children: It's a longterm 
commitment with guaranteed 
costs over its life span. 

“You're not going to get 
around it," he says. “It's a bio¬ 
logical entity. There are going 
to be things that need to be ad¬ 
dressed, whether it's preventa- 
tively or therapeutically to fix 
problems." 

Let owners should also under¬ 
stand that health-care costs for 
pets will differ according to the 
level of treatment. 

tor instance, pieces are gener¬ 
ally higher at a specialty hospital 
and when an animal needs an 
emergency surgery at odd hours. 

When a pet owner is u Liable 
to pay for treatment, they can 
either have the animal eutha¬ 
nized or surrender it to a local 
shelter, provided t he prognosis 
is good. 

“That's the biggest frustra¬ 
tion for us and for our staff is 
w r he n we know we can fix an 
animal, it's just unfortunately 
that family doesn’t have the 
resources to do it," says Ethier.

Everything you need to 
know when choosing 
home insurance

Lf you plan on becoming el homeowner* you'll need 
insurance for protection, it's traumatic enough to 
have a tree branch crash through your window or 
a fire ravage your house, without having to worry 


Etbout how you'll pay for the repairs. And. whether 
your insurer will come through in a pinch. "Even 
small disasters can be challenging for people." 
SEiid Tete Karageorgos. it director of consumer 
ELnd industry' relations for the Insurance Bureau of 
Canada. That's why it's important to choose your 
homeowner's insurance policy carefully and read 
the fine print. Here’s what to look out for. 

Get the broadest coverage possible 

Just as General Motors makes Chevrolets, Cadil- 
lacs and Buicks — all with different features and 
benefits — most insurers offer a number of dif¬ 
ferent options for homeowners, said Karageorgos. 

Think of the “alhrisk” policy (also called com¬ 
prehensive] as foe Cadillac of the options with the 


most bells and whistles. It protects you against any¬ 
thing that is not specifically excluded in the polity. 

in contrast, the “named perils" (standard or basic) 
policy is generally cheaper, but covers you only for 
the specific events or perils listed in the policy. 

The “broad form* policy is a middle-of-the-road 
version that generally combines all-risk coverage 
on the building, with ’named perils' coverage on 
the contents. 

All three policies will protect you in the case of 
fire, personal liability, or theft, for example, but 
you're better off with an all-risk policy, because 
you can't always predict the type of damage that 
is going to occur to your home. If there's a power 
surge and your television gets fried, a basic policy 
might not cover that because it may not be specific-

Before you dive into a mortgage, make sure 
you understand the relevant lingo, istock 


Mortgage 
terms to 
remember 

When it comes to mortgages, borrowers don't al¬ 
ways have a good working knowledge of the rel¬ 
evant lingo, according to a January study by D+H 
Consumer Mortgage. Read on for some key leans 
you should know. 

Portable 

Only T3 per cent of new mortgage holders sur¬ 
veyed by I>tH knew this term. If your mortgEtige 
is portable, you can transfer it from el property 
you've sold to a newly purchased property. Why 
does that matter'/' 

"Lei's say you lake a five-year mortgage out on 
your condo and after three years you get married 
and you want to sell the condo and buy a house," 
said David Fleming, a reEiltor with Bosley Real Es¬ 
tate Ltd. “if you're not allowed to port that mort¬ 
gage. you're going to have to pay a penalty. And 
that penalty CEin be substantial." 

High ratio 

Almost half (49 per cent) knew this term, if you have 
less thEin a 20 per cent down-payment, you'll have 
to buy mortgage insurance through the Canada 
Mortgage and Housing Corp. (CMHQ, Genworth 
or Canada GuEirnniy. 

'ihe insurance comes in the form of an up-front 
fee of 1.75 to 3.B5 per cent or your home's purchase 
price, depending on your financial circumstances. 
But this insurance isn't meant to protect you. In¬ 
stead it protects the lender against the possibility 
you'll default on your loan, said RE/MAX West real 
estate agent and one-time lawyer Brian Madigan. 
If yon tan beg, borrow or steal fOK, maybe 


not steal| enough cash, to put 20 per cent down 
on a “conventional mortgage" you should do it. 
he advised. 

Rate hold 

Only 55 percent knew this potentially helpful teim. 
With a rate hold, foe lender guarantees a specified 
interest rate fora set period of time— usuEilly two to 
four months. Even if interest rates go up. you' II get 
that lower rate. Even better, you're not kicked in: if 
interest rates drop, you can negotiate a lower rate. 

Amortization 

Fully SI percent recognized, this term referring to 
the schedule for repaying a mortgage over a fixed 


period of time. The longest amortization period 
allowed is 25 yean.. 

Closed-term mortgage 

Familiar to 34 percent of respondents, most mort- 
gELges are closed, meaning you make payments 
on a set schedule (although you may be allowed 
to make extra pEcytnenls or lump sum payments 
at set intervals without penalty). In contrast, you 
can pay an open mortgage off as quickly els you 
wish, ■with no penalty. So that’s better, right? For 
most people it's not, said David la rock of TMG The 
Mortgage Group. The reason: you'll pay a price for 
the flexibility of an open mortgage - often an extta 
1.5 per cent in interest, camillacorhcll

ally one of foe mmed perils,’' explained Karageor¬ 
gos, “whereas, a comprehensive policy would." 

Rend die Due print 

Even all-risk policies come with a list of excep¬ 
tions on coverage, as well as caps on payments 
for specific categories (such as electronics or 
jewelry). You'd be wise to sit down with an in¬ 
surance professional and compare several poli¬ 
cies in terms of the coverage and caps, as well as 
the deductibles. “Some insurance policies bEive 
different limits for sewer backup coverage.” he 
said, “if you have el finished basement you might 
want the higher limits and more coverage than 
someone whose basement is unfinished." 

What's more, even comprehensive policies 
have a list of exclusions — things that are not 
covered under the policy. Commonly those in- 
dude intentional or illegal arts (like burning down 
your own house), damage caused by raccoons, 
termites and other vermin, and wear and tear. 

"'Typically you see the words ‘sudden and ac¬ 
cidental' in a policy ” said Karageorgos. "So, if 
a tree branch fEills down rad breaks through 
your window you're covered. But if the window 
breaks because the caulking hasn't been applied 
and water seeps inside over time, it's a mainten¬ 
ance issue." 

Protect expensive items separately 

Insurance companies generally divide your be¬ 
longings into categories and limit payments for 
each. There might be a 52.000 limit on jewelry, 
up to 510,000 for silverware, 5300 for money and 
gold bullion, and 52,000 for software. Ifyou hEive 
expensive items — whether art work, musical 
instillments or even bicycles — you might want 
to check on the coverage limit. You may well 
be able to pay extra for a 'rider' that will bump 
up coverage for those items, said Karageorgos. 

It pays to shop around 

Home insurance is not a government-regulated 
product, so you'll find tremendous variation, 
both in the prices you'll piiy for it. and in the 
extent of coverage you get. CompEirison sites 
such els lowestrates.ca and insnrancehotline.com 
do some of the legwork for you. But make sure 
you’re comparing apples with apples in terms 
of the coverage you get. 

Document your stuff 

Document what's in your drawers and keep re¬ 
ceipts and manuals for big-ticket items tike TVs 
and electronics. Karageorgos recommends. Other¬ 
wise you’re apt to forget what you had when it 
comes time to make a ckiim. “No matter what 
policy you hELve. we always recommend keeping 
track of what's in your house," he said.

Idonije feels 
Onyemata will 
blaze new path 
into the NFL 




David Onyemata, a 2015 fust-team All-Canadian, began playing football four years ago,

Israel Idonije and David Onye¬ 
mata share the same homeland, 
and both found football after 
arriving in Manitoba. 

Despite their similar stalls. 
Ldanije says Onyemata will forge 
a different path lo the NFL 

Idonije, 35. began his 11-year 
career in 2003 as an undrafted 
free agent with the Cleveland 
Browns, He believes Onyemata. 
23. will be taken in next months 
NFL draft. 

,L On nay pro day. 1 had one 
team working me out while he 
had t7, M Idonije said in a tele 
phone interview. “When you 
look at his talent, there's no 
reason why he shouldn’t be on 
somebody's draft board. 

"He’ll become the first Mani¬ 
toban drafted into the NFL. What 
a great chapter in his story that 
will be.” 

Onyemata’s story is unique. 
The six-foot-four, 300-pound de¬ 
fensive lineman from Logos. Ni¬ 
geria. began playing football just 
four years ago at the University 
of Manitoba. 


Onyemata won the Metros 
Trophy as Canadian university 
football's top lineman. He played 
in the East-West Shrine game 
and, at second overall, is the 
top-ranked CIS prospect for the 
CFL draft. 

Two weeks ago, Onyemata 
—who's represented by Carter 
Chow, one of star quarterback 
Tom Brady's agents — en¬ 
hanced his draft stock south 


of die border at his pro day. With 
17 NFL scouts present , he posted 
33 reps in the bench press, had a 
33-inch vertical jump and nine- 
foot-1 Tinch broad jump while 
posting a 40-yard dash time of 
5.06 seconds. 

idonije, also a Lagos 
native, immigrat¬ 
ed to Brandon 
with his 
family at 
age four. 
He began 
playing foot¬ 
ball in high 


school before heading to Mani¬ 
toba, where he captured the 
2002 Metras Trophy as a defen¬ 
sive lineman and participated 
in the East-West Shiine game 
before becoming the first Bison 
to crack an NFL raster in 2004 
with the Chicago Bears. 

Idonije spent nine seasons 
with the Bears, playing in their 
2007 Super Bowl loss to Indian- 
apoLis. He finished his career in 
2014 with the New- York Giants 
and earlier this month Mani¬ 
toba retired Idonije's No. 70. the 
school's first football player to 
receive the honour. 

Onyemata's two biggest 
challenges are his football in¬ 
experience and having played 
collegiateiy in Canada, Ironic¬ 
ally,, Idonije beard the same

in 2003. 

“Personally, 3 don't put much 
into it because I was that guy,” 
Idonije said. “Yeah. I never 
played football but 1 can run 
faster than most people, I’m 
stronger than most people so 
the things 1 don't know', teach 
me. Generally, if you’re a good 
teacher then you should be able 
to help me get there. 

“Ihe biggest things holding 
bock the Canadian athlete, as 
far as collegiate football, are 
their mindset and mentality. 
There are guys I played with at 
the University of MEtnitoba who 
could've played in the NFL if 
they Field a different mindset. 1 ” 

Idonije lists Onyemata's mind¬ 
set and coachability as his best 
assets. The latter is especially 
important during training camp 
as many veterans Eire willing 
to divulge tricks of the trade to 
open-minded rookies. 

“L remember in Cleveland hav¬ 
ing legendaiy guys like Courtney 
Brown (2000 first overall pick], 
Orpheus Kaye and KennELrd Ling 
who were iike, 'Hey rook, see 
this? When you see this, do 
this,’” Idonije said. “That accel¬ 
erates your learning curve and 
overnight yenj can learn quickly 
and understand the concepts 
you know little about. 

“There's a lot of talented kids 
out there but you must be made 
able and willing to take coach¬ 
ing and apply it. I’ll take a kid 
who's not as talented but knows 
his playbook front to back, gets 
into the game and executes what 
he knows and is 110 per cent 
effort on the field. David has 
those qualities ... and all the 
intangibles you look for.”

Oklahoma’s 
phenom Tlield 
glad he waited 
on NBA dream 

Buddy Hield's results have usu¬ 
ally taught up with his im¬ 
agination. This season has sur¬ 
passed even his wildest dreams 
as Oklahoma heads to the Rnal 
hour this week. 

The senior guard considered 
leaving for the NBA last year, 
but returned to school to im¬ 
prove his game and has been 
nearly unstoppable since. He's 
second in the nation in scoring 
and averaging 29.3 points in 
the NCAA Tournament heading 
into the national semifinal Sat¬ 
urday night against Villanova. 

Hield said when he came back 
to Oklahoma, he knew he had 
to average at least 17 points. 

“Maybe 19, 20 points/' he 
said. “To average 25 on a night¬ 
ly basis is kind of tough to do. 
Everybody's corning at you, 
and you've still got to put up 
huge numbers. It’s a blessing.” 

Oklahoma's run to the Final 
Four reassured Hield that he 
made the right decision. The 
Sooners are rolling and the 
Bahamas native is a projected 
lottery pick after being con¬ 
sidered a late first or early 
second-rounder a year ago, 

“I can’t be more happy than 
this,” he said. Oklahoma assist¬ 


ant coach Chris Crutchfield 
said Hield has improved be¬ 
cause he put in the time. 

"He's been special because 
he's worked harder." Crutch¬ 
field said. “His drive has been 
way more than anybody else 
I've coached." 

Hield shoots 46.5 per cent 
and leads the na tion w r ith 4.1 
3-pointers per game. He has 
been at his best in key mo¬ 
ments. He scored 46 points 
at Kansas and made seven 
of his eight ^-pointers in the 
second half on his way to 32 
points against LSU. Hield hit 
a game-winner against 'lexas 
and scored 39 iu the Big 12

Raptors 
hit fifty 

WEDNESDAY At ACC 


The Toronto Rap tors have won 
50 games for the first time in 
franchise history. 

The Raptors reached that 
mark with a 105-97 win over 
the Atlanta Hawks on Wednes¬ 
day evening. The Raptors sur¬ 
passed their previous high of 
49 wins, set last season. 

DeMar DeRozan led t he Rap¬ 
tors (50-24) with26points, in¬ 
cluding three three-pointers. 
Kyle Lowry struggled with his 
shot and a lingering elbow in¬ 
jury, managing 17 points and 
11 assists, jonas Vatanciunas 
added 19 points and nine re¬ 
bounds. taking advantage of 
Atlanta's smaller front court. 

T he Raptors took a 22-point 
lead into the fourth quarter, 
but the Hawks quickly cut that 
cushion to single digits with a 
reserve-heavy lineup. However, 
the comeback fell well short. 

Atlanta's normally prolific 
front line of Al Harford and 
Paul Millsap combined for just 
14 points. 

The Raptors looked to be 
teetering early in the third 
quarter, as a 13-poinf halftime 
lead shrunk to five just three 
minutes into the frame. How¬ 
ever, they went on a 31-14 run 
the rest of the way. T he spurt 
was keyed by rookie Norman 
Powell who scored 10 points
